Though he met Death bravely, 
and, wm« ready, bis was the deep 
tragedy of aOd^ian and ontinely 
eud to a life full of hope and 
happiness. Though she here her 
Borrow with patience and Obris* 
tian fortitude, her loss was as 
great, her Borrow ns pathqtic- ur 
woman has been culled to bear. 
The death of Pete Milos was a 
great shock to Eadington. His 
widow's heavy burden has been 
shared by tho entire community. 
All havo offered their tributes of 
sympathy and their prayers with 
her's that she and her little one 
night be aostained and oonfort- 
ed. There is perhapn no one, 
other than the bereaved wife, 
who has felt the death more 
keenly than Henry Jones who 
tired the shot. 

Pete Milea was wounded by a 
pistol ball, uoC meant for him,

Respect For Law, 



Oamael GonDrpara, president of the American Federation of 
Labor, is onder sontpiic^ of impriKonment on conviction of insti- 
tuting an illegal boycott against a business corporation of Missouri. 
The case has been taken to a higher oourt on an appeal. It is al- 
together fortunate th if tho inattor i? to be rovinwfed by a tribunal 
of superior jurisdiction, for if any error of law was committed by 
the trial court tho interests both of poblie and private justice re- 
quire that it UMMdd he oorroetod before tho proeooding goes any 

further. 

Mr. Gompers, however, lias made it plain that if the appeal is 
decided against him he will regard it as an act of oppression to 
be re<«istod. "I M^U believe that the Constitution of tbe United 
States is greater than any judge," he exclaimed at a recent meet- 
ing of Oolnmbia UniTortity stodonta, and -ho added that a nan 
might better go to jail than aateot to a jadioial deoroe whieh he 
regarded as %roog. < * • 

This remark as to tbe greatoeas of the Oottititntion is the mer- 
est tmism. His intimation, however, ihat every man has a right 
to interpret the Constitution for himself and to disregard a con- 
trary interpretation given by a responsible court of law, is a very 
different matter. The attempt to impress aoch a deal of eivic do- 
ty upon the minds of a gathering of yonna men engaged in pre- 
paring themselves for the pablic and private responsibilities of 
Citizenship was an affront to their intelligOoce as well aa to' their 
patriotirm. 

Labor leaders are constantly jjrotesting that they are engaged 
in a worR of education. If that be true, one of them at leask is 
working in the wrong direotlon. Inatead of teaching respect for 
law and authority as the first essenti.Tl of good citizenship, he in- 
sists that the law may properly be disregarded when construed by 
tbe courts in a manner contrary to the views of the inditidnal. 
Inatead of impressing upon the followers that the best way to get 
rid of a ba<l law is to enforce it, Mr. Gompers stands for the dic- 
tum tliat tiie court which upholds such a law— no other coarse be- 
ing open to it— is an agency of o pp roasion. 

Labor organizations have a definite and. useful function to per- 
form in the economic development of tbe republic They will 
never exert their fall inAiteiiee,however, until they repndiate such 
per^reted doctrines. For their own sakes they must adopt as a 
fnndameatal rule the principle that obedience to law — good or 
bad— and roapect for established aathortty afford the only certain 
Kuaraateos to tho rifhta of labor.

An nnfortunate occurrence 
which has stirred fiarlington 
with aorrow and regret as' noth- 
ing has done for many a day, 
happened last Saturday. A dif- 
ficulty arose ont of an argument 
between John Wilaon and Hen- 
ry (t. Jones. Witnesses say that 
Wilson assaulted and was beat- 
ing Jonea and that Jonot waa 
remonstrating with him. Jones 
claims that ^is life was in dan- 
ger and that he had to shoot in 
self defense. Both men were 
armed. Jones was a deputy 
marshal. Wilaon had been a 
special officer on night duty, 
from which he was relieved some 
weeks ago, but he had at one 
time been sworn in as a deputy, 
and still retained his badge. 

Five shots were fired. One 
struck Fete Miles in the abdo- 
men, and caused bis death early 
Mondav morning. One struck 
Wilson in tbe left wrist. 

Both men surrendered to Mar- 
shal Bradley and Deputy Mitch- 
ell at once. Wilson's wound was 
dressed at the lK. Bbriiard hospi- 
tal before Pete Miles was taken 
to the operating room. Wilson 
has spent the time since in his 
room. 

.TonoE wa" arrested on a war 
rant sworn out before city Judge 
Newton, who f led his bohd at 
1600, returnable before the conn- 
ty Jpdge. The bond was made 
at onoo end hi was reloased 
After the death of MUao another 
warrant was issued, upon afflda 
vit of Mr. Anderson, father of 
Mrs. Miles, charging inTolnatary 
manslaughter. In the absence 
of County Judge Wilson, the 
nearest magistrate, Bsqoire J a 
goe, inbtrncted that he be held 
under the original boud. An 
examining trial will be held at 
Madisonville ioday. - 

Mr. Miles, who lost his life, 
had nothing to^o with the diffi- 
culty, and was llfty feet away 
when he received the shot, but 
he was attracted by the commo 
tion in Stone's stable, where the 
fight took place, oad wai gOtBf; 
toward tlie stable entrance to 
see what was tbe trouble. Tbe 
direction of the shots was ont of 
tbe front stable door and across 
Main street. The wounded man, 
while he lay in thd hospital, sent 
for Joaoa to taik with him, hot 
was asleep when he arrived. 
Mrs. Miles, however, talked 
with Jones and told him Pate 
did not hold any ill w ill against 
him, but considered bis fatal 
wound wholly accidental, and 
she herself had joined her hus- 
band in that view and the aame 
spirit of forgiveness, 

Mr. MUaaatoad tbo long op 
eration well, in spite of ntuner- 
ous perforations of the intba- 
tinec and'great loss of hlood,and 
some slight hope was eaterfcain* 
ed that his strong constitution 
might see him Qthroogb. Drs.

I do not believe in any form of 
food advertised to nourish any particular tissue. There is no sodi thing as 
brain food or n«>rve food or .skin food. I believe that man is SB eauivor* 
ous animal, and that his normal diet is coinpo8i>d of, 
all kinds of fobdsf vegetable aad animsl. All vege> 
tables fit to eat are food for man aad all animals fit 
to eat are food for man. For this reason I think it 
is not wise to confine one's self to any one kind of 
food or class of food. 

The human animal has a wond>rful fiiculty «^ 
aidaptation to circuruataueea. Man can live iu Uie 
tropies and peihaps at the pole. He cai| uadeigo the 
greatest exta'mes of moisture and drought. He can 
eat the moat diversified forms of diet. He can en- 
gage in the most diversified forms oi work and pleas- 
ure. He becomes acclimated in every /<>iw and coun- 
try and fits info every kind of MK-iety and otcupntion. 
But in spite of all ihis a normally bdlauced diet, con- 
sisting of proper proportions of vegetable and meat 
diet, solid and fii|uJd food, it seems to me is best 
suited tu man's lUi^.
